Guillaume  IV  de  Froullay,  whose 
name  appears  in  the  upper  border,  was  the  grandson  of  Guillaume  II  de  Froullay, 
seigneur  de  Beauquesne,  who  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Castillon,  and  of  Catherine 
de  Chauvigne.  This  Guillaume  IV  de  Froullay  married  (c.  1506)  a  sister  of 
Antoine  de  Souvre,  who  served  in  the  Italian  wars  in  the  reign  of  Louis  XII, 
and  who  later  rendered  considerable  services  to  Francois  I  against  the  Emperor 
Charles  V,  and  was  financially  rewarded  by  the  King  in  1524.  Diane  de  Poitiers 
was  the  mistress  of  Henri  II,  the  son  of  Francois  I,  and  the  tapestry  was  un- 
doubtedly woven,  in  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  time,  to  honor  the  king's 
favorite,  at  the  time  of  a  marriage  uniting  two  great  families.
